The  custom  which  obtains  so  general¬ 
ly  of  taking  a  fatiguing  journey  as  a 
part  of  the  nuptials  is  regarded  by  high 
authority  as  one  of  the  barbarisms  of 
ci ri ligation.  Let  us  illustrate  the  inju-j 
rlous  physical  tendencies  by  a  typical 
apse.

In  Germany  the  various  governments 
own  and  manage,  in  a  conservative 
■pirit,  about  one- third  of  the  forest 
area,  and  they  also  control  the  manage¬ 
ment  of  another  sixth,  which  belongs  to 
villages,  cities  and  public  institutions, 
in  so  far  as  these  communities  are 
obliged  to  employ  expert  forester*  and 
most  submit  their  working  plans  to  the 
government  for  approval,  thus  prevent¬ 
ing  improvident  and  wasteful  methods. 

The  other  half  of  the  forest  property, 
in  the  of  private  owner*,  is  man¬ 

aged  mostly  without  interference,  al¬ 
though  upon  methods  similar  to  those 
employed  by  the  'government,  and  by 
trained  foresters,  who  reoeivo  their  edu¬ 
cation  in  ooe  of  the  eight  higher  and  sev¬ 
eral  lower  schools  of  forestry  which  the 
▼ariow  governments  have  established. 

The  several  states  differ  in  their  laws 
regarding  forest  property.  Of  the  pri¬ 
vate  forests  TO  per  cent  are  without  any 
control  whatever,  wh\lo  SO  per  cent  are 
subject  to  supervision,  so  far  as  clearing

Tketr  Verdict. 

Many  are  the  stories  told  of  the  rs- 
I  markable  verdicts  brought  in  by  ineffl- 
i  cieut  juries,  but  there  could  scarcely  be 
a  butter  illustration  of  what  a  certain 
legal  man  calls  “oolossal  inefficiency 
than  the  story  he  tells  of  the  verdict 
given  by  a  jury  in  a  western  city.  The 
case  under  trial  was  that  of  a  man  who 
— accidentally,  as  almost  every  one  be¬ 
lieved — had  fatally  shot  a  friend  while 
the  two  were  off  with  a  hunting  party. 

The  accused  person  was  a  prominent 
citizen  of  the  place  and  was  greatly  be¬ 
loved  as  well  as  respected  by  every  one 
who  knew  him. 

As  the  trial  proceeded  the  face* 'of 
the  jurymen  were  filled  with  smkiety. 
When  they  at  last  retired,  it  t^fccame  ev¬ 
ident  to  them  that  the  'prisoner  could 
not  bo  acquitted  of  all 'blame,  according 
to  the  evidence,  bu;*  they  decided  that 
if  he  must  be  cooMidered  guilty  of  some¬ 
thing  they  wo<  j1d  make  that  something 
as  light  aj*‘  possible.  Accordingly  the 
foreman  gravely  announced  on  the  re¬ 
turn  */>  the  courtroom  that  they  found 
the>pri*ouer  “guilty  of  drunkenness.  ’  * 
f\w  spite  of  the  gravity  of  the  case  a 
'  ripple  of  amusement  ran  over  the  court¬ 
room  at  this  verdict  The  judge,  with 
considerable  severity  and  with  great 
clearness,  again  charged  the  jury  and 
again  they  retired. 

A  long  interval  elapsed.  At  last  they 
cume  straggling  in  again.  Odos  more 
the  foreman  confronted  the  judge  and 
thus  announced  the  verdict:  i 

“Wo  find  the  prieooer  guilty  of  man¬ 
slaughter  in  the  third  degree,  but" — 
this  in  a  tone  of  something  like  deflhuee 
— "wo  don’t  believe  he  did  it  I"—

“Many  cases  of  bride*  and  bridegroom* 
in  my  professional  experience  came  un¬ 
der  my  observation  dying  of  typhoid  fe¬ 
ver  just  after  a  wedding  trip,  which 
bad  caused  the  early  symptom*  to  be 
misunderstood  and  neglected.  In  one 
instance  that  came  under  my  observe 
tion  a  healthy  and  vigorous  young  man, 
just  returned  from  a  bridal  tour,  died  of 
typhoid  fever  in  Troy,  his  sicxness  be¬ 
ing  superinduced  presumably  by  the  fa-J 
tigue  ami  exposure  incident  to  the  j guf 
ney.

la  Russia  until  lately  liberty  to  cut, 
burn,  destroy  and  devastate  was  unre¬ 
stricted,  but  in  1888  a  comprehensive 
and  well  considered  law  cut  off,  so  far 
as  this  can  be  done  on  paper,  this  liberty 
of  vandalism.

The  federation  itself 
does  not  own  any  forest  land,  and  the 
cantons  hardly  100,000  acres,  somewhat 
over  4  per  cent  of  the  forest  area,  two- 
thirds  of  which  is  held  in  communal 
ownership  and  the  rest  by  private  own-

The  federal  authorities  have  supervi¬ 
sion  over  all  cantonal,  communal  and 
private  fsrvuta,  so  far  as  they  are  “pro¬ 
tective  forests,  ”  hot  the  execution  of  the 
law  rests  with  the  cantonal  authorities 
under  the  inspection  of  federal  officers 
In  Franco  nqt  only  docs  the  state  man¬ 
age  its  own  forest  property,  one-ninth 
of  the  forest  area,  in  approved  manner, 
and  supervise  the  management  of  for¬ 
ests  belonging  to  communities  and  other 
public  institutions,  double  the  area  of 
state  forests,  in  a  manner  similar  to  the 
regulation  of  forests  in  Germany,  but  it 
extends  its  control  over  the  large  area  of 

Crate  forests  by  forbidding  any  clear- 
exoept  with  the  consent  of  the  forest 
administration.  — Century  Magazine.
